Elena Kagan, onetime dean Har- 
vard Law School and current US 
solicitor general, is a less than perfect can- 
didate sit the Supreme Court. 

Her ambiguous views on free speech 
when national security risk she 
believes that can toyed with, modi- 
fied, and compromised — are troubling, 
especially the wake the Bush-Cheney 
junta’s assault on civil liberties. 

Protecting free-speech principle over po- 
litical expediency is, after all, the ultimate 
job the Supreme Court.

Though impossible predict this 
time, the same may not be said years from 
now President Barack Obama’s Supreme 
Court nominees, whose judicial opinions 
implicate what critical progressive voices 
have long maintained: Obama not 
strong enough free-speech issues. 

Justice Sonia Sotomayor, if not weak on 
the subject, could certainly be better. And 
Kagan certainly needs some help. 

Be that as it may, it is disheartening to 
watch some the left pretend that Kagan 

is more lacking than she really is. 

The fact that Kagan not right-wing 


nut, as are Justices Antonin Scalia and 
Clarence Thomas, is indisputable. 

That Kagan not corporation-favoring 
capitalist radical like Justices John Roberts 
and Samuel Alito is also clear. 

That Kagan is smarter than the man 
wielding what too often the court’s 
swing vote, Justice Anthony Kennedy, may 
well prove good bet. 

These may not be heartwarming conso- 
lations, but they are practical arguments 
in Kagan’s favor. 

Whether Kagan’s nomination hearing 
before the Senate Judiciary Committee 
turns out to be anticlimactic, as was the 
case with Sotomayor, or rife with contro- 
versy, as with Thomas, remains to be seen. 

But the fact that Kagan has substan- 
tial paper trail issues such reproduc- 
tive choice and gay marriage is far more 
troubling the right than left, de- 
spite pious biather the contrary. 

Republicans now harp endlessly about 
any nominee’s lack judicial experience, 
not because being judge imbues the 
robe-wearer with any divine powers, but 
because judges have records, and people 
with records that might interpreted 
right choose are opposed conser- 
vatives at any cost. 

The fun-loving, right-wing free mar- 
keters who now edit Rupert Murdoch's 
Wall Street Journal must suspect that Kagan 

might take hard line when comes 


enforcing finan- 
cial regulation 
and punishing 
corporate wrong- 
doers, too, since 
they published a 
16-year-old photo 
Kagan playing 
softball appar- 
ently intended to 
spark discussion 
whether the 
unmarried Kagan 
gay. (Others 
carried the photo, but the Journal’s prestige 
propelled it onto cable and talk radio, and 
intensified discussion the blogosphere. 

It seems so, well, liberal to say: “Who 
cares?” But that’s our position. 

The long-divorced Sotomayor escaped 
such a whispering assault, probably be- 
cause the fact that she Hispanic. That 
was more than enough condemn her 
the eyes of Rush Limbaugh's audience (an- 
other name for the GOP base). 

Bachelor David Souter also escaped most 
but not all sexual speculation. That’s be- 
cause his nomination in 1990 was more or 
less conterminous with the founding the 
World Wide Web. The 24-hour news cycle 
was just not a factor in his confirmation. 

Whether sexual preference will now 
make its way into the Senate hearing room 
remains to be seen. Friends of Kagan have 
launched counter-assault insisting she

As a panelist on PBS's Inside Washington, 
Thomas participates in a weekly examina- 
tion close-order maneuvering among the 
nation’s governing class and, in the process, 
helps define political reality least for 
the audience slice that favors natural fibers 
and fair-trade coffee. 

Each semester Princeton, course 
called “The Literature of Fact,” Thoma: 
teaches 16 would-be journalists the mechan- 
ics of characterization and pacing, the craft 
of reporting and interviewing, and the 
inside art of, well, narrative. 

At Newsweek, Thomas’s home for the 
past years, enjoys the seigniorial 
title “editor at large,” suggesting authority 
unencumbered administrative worry. 
(Although Thomas no doubt enjoyed his fill 
of office politics as the newsweekly’s one- 
time Washington bureau chief and per- 
haps again last week, when Newsweek’s par- 
ent, the Washington Post, put the financially 
strapped publication for sale.) 

With more than 100 cover stories to 
his credit, Thomas knows how to earn 


his keep; a 1998 National Magazine Award « 


for his account the soap-saga that 
followed Monica Lewinsky’s service to 
President Bill Clinton established pedi- 


gree; and 2005 National Magazine Award 


Newsweek for its mini-epic 
the 2004 presidential election written 
Thomas honed reputation that cuts 
mustard in Georgetown and at the Council 
Foreign Relations. 
Impressive stuff. More so when one con- 
siders that these are only day jobs. 
For more than years, Thomas also 
has been practicing historian. kicked 
off his long-form career the co-author 
(with pal Walter Isaacson) of a big and 
exceedingly readable book, The Wise Men: 
Six Friends and the World They Made (Simon & 
Schuster) — a study of establishmentarians 
Dean Acheson, Charles Bohlen, Averell 
Harriman, George Kennan, Robert Lovett, 
and John McCloy Jr. As would be the case 
all his subsequent work, the ghost 
Plutarch hovers over the pages. 

Wise Men was followed by biographies 
of Robert F. Kennedy, John Paul Jones, 
super litigator Edward Bennett Williams, 
the founding generation the Central 
Intelligence Agency, and a study of the last 
great naval campaign World War II. 

As a journalist and a historian, Thomas’s 
theme is power and the consequences of 
its exercise. His most recent, The War Lovers: 
Roosevelt, Lodge, Hearst, and the Rush Empire, 1898 
(Little Brown), also his most elegant 
medley of intersecting lives: the story of the 
men who were present the creation 
the American empire, those who wished it 
(William Randolph Hearst), those who willed 
it (Henry Cabot Lodge and Teddy Roosevelt), 
and those who tried stop (Speaker the

The story of the Spanish-American

His father, Evan 
Thomas II, was an editor in the posher pre- 
cincts publishing, who during his stint 
at what was then Harper & Brothers came 
up with the title for John F. Kennedy’s 
Pulitzer Prize-winning Profiles in Courage.

tiaras for their quinceafiera parties; street vendors 
selling homemade burritos; Virgin 
tattoos shaved heads; grocery stores with 
entire pifiata aisles; immaculate low-riders and 
their proud owners. All already stateside and 
legal, mis amigos! 

Every November, downtown Tucson comes 
alive with nighttime parade celebrating the 
Mexican Catholic holiday, the Day the Dead. 
Thousands people dress skeletons and 
carry pictures of departed loved ones; scores 
more line the streets to watch. In the years I’ve 
participated, have never seen single act vio- 
lence, vandalism, or disrespect. Yet, that’s what 
Americans conjure when they think cultural 
immigration. 

This fear can seen the presence the 
Border Patrol, their impromptu checkpoints 
increasingly popping Southwest roads. 
Each time through the one near Tombstone, 
it’s little bigger, graduating from few agents, 
cles, generators, lights, drug dogs, permanent 
structures, and a helicopter hovering nearby. I 
often take day trips Nogales, Mexico, one 
the many inexpensive shuttle vans that run 
round trips from South Tucson, small Hispanic 
city completely surrounded municipal Tucson. 
Returning one late afternoon, our van was rou- 
tinely stopped. When the agent 
opened the side door he was clearly surprised 
Caucasian face and perfect driver’s 
license. “Thank you, sir!” said reverentially. 
then checked the papers everyone else 
board, which took while since none had 
simple license, nor white face. 

A few months later, that shuttle service and 
others like it were raided, arrests were made, 
and people were deported. Sporadic busts may 
garner headlines and inconvenience some poten- 
tial illegals, but others will continue climb 
fences, traverse tunnels, and die exposure 
the harsh Arizona landscape. Border crossers pay 
desert guides their paltry life savings, but are 
often double-crossed. Minutemen militia mem- 
bers, armed and angry, mark their territory with 
signs depicting ever-vigilant silver- 
hearted coyotes. Liberal establishments display 
the common words “Humanitarian Aid Never 
Crime” support the drinking-water sta- 
tions compassionately set along immigration 
routes. The anachronistic words “dago” and “wet- 
back” are uttered with alarming nonchalance. 
Thousands march for solidarity, while hundreds 
taunt them it’s powder keg. 

This dance will continue with without

APPLE LOSES 
COOL 


ONCE THE UNDERDOG CULT DARLING BATTLING THE EVIL EMPIRE, APPLE FIGHTING

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Sheez, they’re getting awfully 
touchy out in Cupertino. 


Last week, when Ellen Degeneres 
aired innocent spoof iPhone 
ad on her talk show — in which she 
fumbled around on its touch keypad 
(“my fingers are much thicker than 
.”) the all-seeing Apple 
eye was watching. And didn’t like 
what it saw. Next day, having heard 
from the company, Ellen was apologiz- 
ing on the air for making the iPhone 
look — imagine this — “hard to use.” 

You might think Apple would’ve been 
in a more magnanimous mood, having 
just announced the sale of its one mil- 
lionth iPad. But the Silicon Valley—based 
behemoth had reasons edge: 
news was leaking possible anti- 
trust investigation into Apple’s agree- 
ment with app developers — apparently 
aimed at shutting out Adobe’s Flash and 
other third-party programs from its App 
Store — prompting unhappy compari- 
sons Microsoft its bad-old monopo- 
listic heyday. 

And that was only the latest in a tor- 
rent unflattering Apple stories. These 
days, Steve Jobs — whose company has a 
market cap, at around $215 billion, rival- 
ing wears the black hat.

cartoonist Mark Fiore, rejecting his 
iPhone app because “ridicules public 
figures” (though all was forgiven after 
Fiore went and won a Pulitzer, and Jobs 
personally admitted Apple’s “mistake”). 
Bloggers refer Apple’s “Gestapo” tac- 
tics in tracking down a famously lost- 
and-found iPhone prototype — showing 
up at the home of the guy who discov- 
ered and calling the cops break 
down Gizmodo editor Jason Chen's door 
(after wrote about it), seizing his 
computers. Even New York Times media 
columnist David Carr has gone from fan- 
boy to scold, calling out the company’s 
“churlishness” toward Adobe and com- 
paring the Church Scientology, 
“another nongovernmental organization 
preoccupied by secrecy.” 

Jon Stewart nailed it. He caught the 
rising anti-Apple wave with a now clas- 
sic April takedown. “Apple, you guys 
were the rebels, man, the underdogs!” 
Stewart cried, an ominously darkened 
Apple logo — and the word “Appholes” — 
looming behind him. “Remember back 
in 1984, you had those awesome ads 
about overthrowing Big Brother? Well, 
look in the mirror, man! . . . It wasn’t 
supposed to be this way! Microsoft was 
supposed to be the evil one. But now you 
guys are busting down doors in Palo Alto 


while Commandant Gates is ridding the 
world of mosquitoes!” 

No, it wasn’t supposed to be this 
way. And you don’t have to look as far 
back as 1984 to recall groovier times in 
the media's affair with Apple. April 
3 — last month — will do. That’s when 


the iPad launched and Jobs was su 


to be the good guy, riding in to rescue 
dying newspapers, ma , and book 
publishers with his shiny new miracle 


machine, his “Jesus tablet.” Quoting an 
“Apple insider” in the New Yorker's April 
26 issue, Ken Auletta reported that “Jobs 
was pleased with his advocacy of pub- 
lishers: ‘He feels like he’s their champi- 
on.’ For the moment, Jobs is the publish- 
ers’ best ally.” 

But in the weeks since the iPad 
launch, things have gotten way more 
complicated. And depending what 
you read and where you read it, you 
might come away with vastly different 
ideas of what's at stake in the Apple 
story. 


DARK AND CREEPY 

If you’ve followed the Apple coverage 
closely, you may have detected two dis- 
tinct story lines. In the first and domi- 
nant one, emanating largely (though 
not exclusively) from mainstream media 
types, Apple is a breathlessiy watched 
media-business story, on which rides 
the fate of the very media covering it. 

the second, coming mainly from the 
blogosphere’s techno-intelligentsia, it’s 
a more profound story of technology and 
ideology which rides nothing less 
than the freedom of the Internet and the 
very meaning and future of the digital 
revolution. 

Newsweek's Daniel Lyons may have best 
captured the, um, conventional wisdom 
in an April 30 online column, “Apple vs. 
Everybody.” Bottom line, it’s all about 
perceptions. Observing that “the com- 
pany works hard to cultivate a counter- 
culture image” (a pretty prim counter 
culture, one wants to add), he went on 
to write, “lately Apple has started to look 
like the big bully of the tech industry.” 
In the long run, he concluded, “Apple’s 
brand could suffer” and quoted 
West Coast brand consultant, who said, 
“I think there’s going to be a backlash. 
It’s all just dark and creepy.” Indeed. And 
what’s bad for the Apple brand could be 
bad for media companies developing 
iPad apps. 

Over at Slate (Newsweek’s corporate 
sibling), “Pressbox” columnist Jack 
Shafer painted the Apple story in even 
darker, creepier hues (“Welcome to our

MIDDLE GROUND 

And yet not everyone in digerati-land sees Apple and 
its mobile devices in such dire terms. Some moder- 
ates, what purists might call Apple apologists, have 
staked out a middle ground. 

Blogger John Cruber, an influential Mac enthusi- 
ast, acknowledges the criticism Apple but insists 
that “the kids are all right,” pointing entrepre- 
neurial year old who became iPad app developer. 
Apple’s tradeoffs with openness are worth it, accord- 
ing to Gruber, “because something new that is impor- 
tant and valuable has been gained.” 

Salon’s Andrew Leonard, meanwhile, argues that 
Apple not the new Microsoft because the Internet 
has so fundamentally changed the rules since the 
1990s, “It is long past time,” he writes, “for us to dis- 
pense with binary notions closed versus open, and 
instead think of the technology ecosystem as popu- 
lated by multiple hybrid beasties.” Some “tighter, 
proprietary models” like Apple’s will succeed, but so 
will Google’s, with its “comparatively greater embrace 
of openness.” 

But foremost among the moderates Steven 
Johnson — co-founder of the early Webzine FEED in 
the ’90s and author of books on science and technol- 
ogy who made splash with New business 
column defending Apple’s “walled garden” against the 
arguments Zittrain, al. The iPhone platform, despite 
being “among the most carefully policed software plat- 
forms in history,” wrote Johnson, “has been, out of the

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gate, the most innovative the history computing,” 
with more than 150,000 applications created for it in less 
than two years. Given such evidence, Johnson even mused 
aloud whether the faith open platforms that “gospel 
the Web” now needs rethought. 

The column led to an illuminating blog exchange 
between Johnson and the Berkman Center's David 
Weinberger over whether open or closed platforms 
are more conducive to freedom and innovation. 
Weinberger’s bottom line: if closed devices “become 
the dominant way of interacting with the Net (and 
thus how we interact with each other), then no matter 
how loosely the device creators hold the reins, we are 
accepting the bit our mouths.” 

Johnson is far from an uncritical Apple promoter. 
Shortly after that exchange with Weinberger, he posted 
a long and thoughtful talk he’d just given at Columbia, 
which forcefully criticized Apple’s iBooks app 


(along with the Wall Street Journal and New York Times apps) 
for not allowing text to be copied and pasted, noting 
the “real civic consequences” keeping words locked 
away “under glass” — an example of the dangers of pro- 
prietary control. 

All which only makes his defense Apple’s closed 
platform — and his willingness to rethink the gospel 
of openness — all the more interesting. It’s as though 
Johnson and others like him, with a stake in both the 
old and new realms, want to have it both ways: root- 
ing for Apple’s success, on which so much is said to 
depend, while hoping that Jobs & Co., with the right 
encouragement, will prove a benevolent master. Maybe 
even one with a sense of humor. @

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Inside political back rooms, 
there is a growing suspicion that 
Mayor Thomas Menino is sitting on.mil- 
lions of dollars — tens of millions, maybe 
as much as $400 million —.that could 

be used to save vital city services, such 
as, among many examples, four branch 
libraries and eight community centers 
that are slated to be shuttered. 

The firefighters union, Local 718, has 
been meeting with councilors, influ- 
ential insiders, and select reporters — 
including the Phoenix — to explain why it 
believes the city is misleading the public 
and much better financial shape 
than it lets on. 

Those allegations came just after 
Menino released his budget proposal 
axing $60 million worth of staff and ser- 
vices in mid April and a state arbitrator 
ruled last week that the ciéy must pay 
those firefighters roughly $40 million in 
retroactive raises. 

That politically unpopular contract

sent the mayor and his minions into over 
drive, loudly insisting that the city can’t 
afford it, and calling on the Boston City 
Council negate the ruling voting 
deny the funding — a move it can legally 
make, but never has in its history. 

Even some who think the firefighters’ 
contract is outrageous are finding them- 
selves asking why the city is apparently 
sitting money while shutting down 
services. 

take just one the firefighters’ 
examples squirreled-away cash, the 
city has $22 million sitting in the Deeds 
Excise Fund, a relic from an era when the 
city split fees with Suffolk County. That 
alone would cover one-third of the cuts 
Menino announced last month, in his 
proposed §2.5 billion budget for the 2011 
fiscal year (FY '11). In fact, just a quarter 
of that $22 million could cover the coming 
year’s cost of the four branch libraries, the 
eight community centers the city will 
longer staff, the mounted park rangers’ 
horses also on the chopping block, and the 
$600,000 cost of the city’s mounted- 
police unit, disbanded a year ago. 

The firefighters are not the first to 
accuse Menino overstating the city’s 
straits. The Boston Teachers Union 
has uncovered similar results, says its 
president, Richard Stutman. “As part 
our deliberations last year on the wage 
freeze,” he says, “we hired an indepen- 
dent consultant and found that the city 
much better financial shape than 
lets on.” And his mayoral campaign 
last year, businessman Kevin McCrea 
repeatedly insisted that the city was 
exaggerating its fiscal woes to justify 
unpopular cuts. 

Still others, including some of the 
city’s state representatives, have taken 
issue with Menino’s claim that the city 
cannot afford to keep all of its branch 
libraries open. They believe Menino 
simply using that excuse — “crying poor- 
mouth” in the words of one Beacon Hill 
staffer carry out his plan reorga- 
nize the libraries. 

“If the [Boston Public Library] Trustees 
are looking to close libraries, just say so,” 
says Michael Moran, state representative 
from Brighton. “But don’t use difficult 
economic times as the reason, when 
that’s not the reason.” 

Moran and other Boston-based rep- 
gesentatives sponsored a budget amend- 
ment to call the mayor’s bluff: a carrot- 
and-stick approach that will provide the

attempts to stop that amendment suggest 
that Moran right and that Menino has 
motives beyond 

But the people most frustrated with 


the mayor’s claims of poverty are the 
folks just across the fifth floor from him. 
City councilors are privately fuming at 
what they consider an underhanded, 
immoral, and possibly illegal PR cam- 
paign (he’s obligated to support the 
arbitrators’ decision) to shift blame for 

a botched labor negotiation and make 
the councilors look like the bad guys for 
approving it. 


MONEY, MONEY EVERYWHERE 
Menino has also tried the patience of some 
his allies the State House. Since the 
current economic crisis hit, Menino has 
relentlessly lobbied for, and ultimately ob- 
tained, major legislation add finances 
the city’s coffers. One municipal package 
gave him the ability to charge new hotel 
and meals taxes; another let him tax tele- 
communications poles. 

Neither was an easy vote for a legisla- 
ture and governor acutely sensitive “tax- 
and-spend” charges. So, there was some 
anger this year when Menino seemed to 
blame state funding for his unpopular 
decision to close branch libraries. 

Still others are asking why, if the city 
is really in such dire shape, there has been 
no discussion of a Proposition 2 1/2 over- 
ride vote — which would allow the city to 
raise additional property taxes. Used liter- 
ally thousands of times by municipalities 
large and small in the commonwealth, 
it is something Boston has never even 
attempted, and which city officials pro- 
vide strong argument against. 

Likewise, many in City Hall finally 
have had enough with Menino’s constant 
narrative budgetary woes. Most have 
long given credit, despite their frustra- 
tion, Menino and his top budget aide, 
Lisa Signori, for their tight-fingered con- 
trol the purse, stewardship that has 
kept the city’s bond ratings sky-high and 
helped Boston to weather economic turbu- 
lence better than most big cities. 

But, as one former City Hall aide puts 
it, “If we’ve been saving for rainy day, 
it’s pouring now.” 

And yet the administration is hold- 
ing back pockets money top the 
General Fund used for the budget. That’s 
above and beyond even the 2.5 percent 
reserve required by state law (for Boston 
only, because of its regional importance), 
which is $27.5 million, and in addition to 
the “overlay reserves” (to cover potential 
tax abatements and other obligations) 
$207 million. 

For starters, the city has transferred 
the FY ‘11 General Fund only about one- 
third of its $139 million in “free cash” — 
the amount of usable funds, after account- 
ing for statutory obligations. That leaves 
$94 million unused. 

There also the previously mentioned

$22 million Deeds Excise Fund, which sits essentially 
dormant. Another $58 million has been built the 
Parking Meter Fund; the city will transfer only $15 million 
that use the budget, leaving $45 million. 
The Convention Center Fund has another unused $14 mil- 
lion. The firefighters also point to $24 million in a Surplus 
Property Disposition Fund, which the city says will be 
reduced to $18 million after the coming year. 

close $200 million being held back from the 
General Fund, at a time when schools are cutting sports pro- 
grams and the city is cutting back on youth summer jobs. 

The firefighters union also makes a much more incendi- 
ary accusation: that the city has far more free cash than 
claims — as much as $200 million more. 

City officials strongly dispute that, and correctly note 
that free cash is certified by the state, not the city. 

But the state’s calculations rely on a base number pro- 
vided the city, and the union’s accountant insists that 
the numbers don’t add that the city providing 
starting number far below reality. 

That’s tough charge prove. The administration 
does subtract variety city obligations from its audited 
cash figure, legitimately, arrive the figure pro- 
vides to the state.

But, until now, nobody 
has tried push that money

have not wanted anger 
Menino. 

Things have changed. 
Mike Ross, City Council president, has brought in Thomas 
Kochan, a Jabor-relations expert at MIT’s Sloan School 
of Management, to review the arbitrator’s award and 
determine the true cost to the city — an implicit slap at 
Menino’s credibility, and one seldom seen during the so- 
called Mayor for Life’s 16-year reign.

fact, briefs and arguments from the arbitration 
process show that the city was not claiming inability 
pay even with regards the higher, percent 
raise sought by the union.

The city does, however, have legitimate concerns about 
the long-term effect of this award on other city labor con- 
tracts. (The first negotiation meeting for the next Boston 
Police Patrolman’s Association is scheduled for next week.) 
But that argument, and others, failed persuade the 
arbitrators, in a process Menino not only agreed to, but 
requested, rather than continuing negotiations. 
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Any burdens posed the contract represent failure 
five years worth negotiations, which Menino try- 
ing to lay at the feet of the City Council. As more than one 
observer notes, Menino’s current belief in the importance of 
Council review and possible rejection contracts odds 
with his attitude when the firefighter contract was signed 
in 2004. That time, he called the Council in over a weekend 
to rubber-stamp it, to prevent the union from picketing that 
coming week’s Democratic National Convention events. 

Today, it appears that councilors, like others, are no 
longer willing to jump at Menino’s command. They seem 
ready not only approve the contract, but use the hear- 
ings fight back against Menino’s claims that will blow 
a huge hole in the budget. Menino’s cries of poormouth 
are sounding more and more like crying wolf.

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0) For a place with major, major foot 
traffic, Harvard Square has proven 
to be a tricky spot for restaurateurs. 
The conventional wisdom is that you 
need a gimmick, but the Grafton Croup 
(Redline, Crafton Street, Temple Bar) 
has mostly abandoned its original con- 
cept (Irishness) for the most radical and 
under-used tactic in the restaurant busi- 
ness: incremental food improvements. 

The owners of the Grafton Croup have 
upgraded menus, stuck to moderate 
price points, and made all their restau- 
rants a little better every year. 
Now they have taken over the 
shell of the failed Z-Square, an 
eclectic house of gimmickry, 
and done their best food yet at 
Russell House Tavern. Nothing 
is going to grab national head- 
lines, but everything is good, 
and they have also installed 
someone with an eye for presentation in 
the kitchen. So it all looks fantastic. 

Apart from the visuals, Russell House 
does a moderate job with comfort food, 
and then touches all the contemporary 
themes: charcuterie plate, locavore, sus- 
tainable, craft beers, and classic cocktails. 
Desserts need a little work, and the restau- 
rant needs to invest in real wine glasses 
pronto. But this is such a useful restaurant 
for so many audiences that, where the 
chef (Michael Scelfo, ex-Dedo, ex—North 
Street Grill, ex-Tea Tray in the Sky) does 
add a little personal style, the customer 
experience is like buying a serviceable coat 
in a thrift store and finding a $20 bill in 
the pocket. That's sort of how | felt sitting 
in the basement dining room and dipping 
the fresh bread chunks into extra-virgin 
olive oil laced with black pepper.

bacon were just too salty our night. 

There's nothing wrong with a little salt 
on French fries — or a lot of salt on the fries 
that came with the eight-ounce Brandt 
Farms steak frites ($19) dish. Another 
done-to-death entrée, it’s been rebuilt 
by Chef Scelfo. He slices flatiron steaks (a 
new-ish cut of chuck that has a remark- 
able combination of fork-tender texture 
and genuine beefy flavor) and gets all the 
potato taste out of the fries, served with 
two dips: real ketchup and garlicky aioli. 

In the key of fish, the market catch our 
night was halibut ($24), a truly splendid 
chunk, as fine a piece of halibut as the 

flatiron was steak. Add salad frisée 
> and mizuna, plus a wisp of citrus sauce, 
and this was another winner. 

Serious problem: wine by the glass 
served in slightly angled Italian-type 
tumblers. When you get cheap Italian 
wine in Italy served like this, it’s just for 
drinking and it works. When you put in 
something like a glass of Mercer riesling 
($9) from Washington State, it has almost 
no aroma, even though it should be full of 
fruit and spice. Yesterday’s bottle? I blame 
the glass, since the aromatics all blew off 
another class of Hayman & Hill Meritage 
($11), which ought to be a pretty complex 
Bordeaux-style blend. 

There are a dozen or so draught beers, 
some extreme enough for Lord Hobo. We 
also explored “classic cocktails” to the ex- 
tent of an inferior mojito ($9) — mint pres- 
ent but not muddled in — and a reasonable 
revisionist Vieux Carré ($10). Decaf coffee 
($3) was thin and burnt — a pity, as the tea 
(loose leaf in a metal pot, $3.50) is okay. 

Plenty of desserts are worth the calories, 
notably a carrot-cake bread pudding ($8) 
that was just like regular carrot cake except 
round and gooier and sweeter. It even had 
a cream-cheese layer. Chocolate cheesecake 
($8) is an oxymoron in my book, though 
this was better than some. The sorbet trio 
($8) got a little more play because the main 

flavor was possibly lychee, against the more 
common raspberry. 

There’s not that much you can do with 
a basement dining room. Russell House 
Tavern has made it louder. Our servers ‘aa 
were mostly up to speed, and since we “ah 
were hungry, speed was of great impor- oo 
tance.

“Salt & Pepper Laughing Bird Shrimp”

Besides the raw bar and ap- 
petizers, Russell House has small 
plates, which are like tapas or 
bar bites. This can get confusing 
when the same dish, like “Dirty 
Caesar Salad” — did he come 
before or after Tiberius? (It’s a 
Harvard Square joke.) — is of- 
fered in multiple sizes. It’s $5 for a“Short 
Dirty Caesar” (Edward C. Robinson?), but 
$8 as a “Dirty Caesar” (Caligula, | suppose) 
appetizer. Neither is distinctive, though 
there might be anchovies in the dressing 
and pepper in the croutons.

The options for filmmakers, musicians, and 
other artists in Iran have dwindled to about 
two: arrest or exile. Jafar Panahi (Off Side) 
chose to remain in his homeland and has 
been in jail since last March. Bahman Cho- 
badi opted for the latter alternative (for now), 
but not before completed guerrilla- 
style, the streets Tehran this disarm- 
ingly cheerful, ostensibly grim quasi-docu- 
mentary. A recurrent theme in Chobadi’s 
previous films, like Half Moon, has been the 
liberating, subversive power music and 
the efforts tyrannical regimes repress 
it. So what better swan song to Iran than a 
movie musical? Hence, No One Knows About 
Persian Cats, which is kind of like John Car- 
ney’s 2006 hardscrabble charmer Once, only 
with morality police and sharia law. 

Like Once, this is the story of an at- 
tractive young couple who just want to 
make music this case, Negar (Isabelle 
Adjani look-alike Negar Shaghaghi) and 
Ashkan (Ashkan Koshanejad, who with 
Shaghaghi forms the now London-based- 
band Take Easy Hospital). 
They show up at a recording 
studio where a disgruntled 
film director much like Gho- 
badi letting off steam 
recording some traditional 
songs (a nod, perhaps, to Ab- 
bas Kiarostami’s reflexive, 
mirror-box movies). But this 
is their story, not the film- 
maker’s, and the desperate 
pair are introduced to Hader 
(Hamed Behdad), a slippery 
facilitator, for help with their 
problems. They have gig

That’s a reminder that Iran is 
still a country where dissent is met with 
jail time, torture, or death, and where 
even such venal criminality as forgery 
partakes of the spirit of liberation. Gho-

The Mikado was a kind of hot potato on its 

way to becoming Hot Mikado. W.S. Gil- 
bert & Arthur Sullivan's sublimely silly and sa- 
tiric 1885 operetta had morphed into The Swing 
Mikado, The Hot Mikado, The Cool Mikado, The Black 


Mikado, even Metropolitan Mikado before adapt- 
ers David H. Bell and Rob Bowman came up 
with their 1940s-set jazz-and-swing version, 
which made its debut at Washington’s Ford’s 
Theatre, scene the Lincoln assassination, 
in 1986. Not to worry: The Mikado isn’t slain by 
the addition screaming horns and the Lin- 
hop this multicultural updating, which 
aims to add some Benny Goodman to the Cab 
Calloway and Bill Robinson of the several 
African-American invasions Titipu that pre- 
ceded it. The show remains, in fact, quite re- 
silient in a New Repertory Theatre production 
(at the Arsenal Center for the Arts through 
May 22) that leaps off the stage you. 

Much Gilbert and Sullivan sandwiched 
up-tight, law-abiding, loophole-seeking 
Victorian England into its ancient Japan, Hot 
Mikado meshes picture-book Titipu with 
the Cotton Club, its zoot-suited gents and 
sassy, skirt-tossing ladies tapping, finger- 
snapping, jitterbugging, and, of course, en- 
gaging in The Mikado’s capital crime of flirt- 
ing. (The ridiculous plot of the original is 
little changed, except that wand’ring min- 
strel and AWOL heir apparent Nanki-Poo’s 
elderly pursuer, Katisha, is transformed 
into a femme fatale.) The whole enterprise 
throbs with the near-reckless energy the 
wartime and immediately post-war US. 
There’s even a little jingoism (not to men- 
tion a little scatting) inserted into “We Are 
Gentlemen Japan.” And, yes, the songs 
retain their arch Victorian titles, along with 
their tunes, transported from igth to 20th 
century by Bowman's jazz, swing, gospel, 
pop, and torch arrangements. 

Kate Warmer’s exuberant production is 
lovely look at, with its arching bridge, 
cherries in bloom, and Japanese-y screens 
serving as both portals to the town square 
and frame for musical director Todd 
Gordon (in vaguely Japanese attire) as he con- 
ducts an adept jazz combo. The singers are ac- 
complished, with Edward M. Barker’s Pooh- 
Bah living up to his self-billing as “the coolest

cat in all of Titipu,” outsized Calvin Braxton 
likably self-serving Ko-Ko, and Kennedy 
Reilly-Pugh silkily tap-dancing Mikado. 
McCaela Donovan is a slyly sweet Yum-Yum, 
whose “The Sun and I” is melodious indeed. 
Aimee Doherty, her jazz-edged pipes ripping 
through “For He’s Gonna Marry Yum-Yum,” 
is a Pitti-Sing no one would pity. And as Kati- 
sha, Asian-American beauty Lisa Yuen boasts 
pipes that defy her delicate form. My only 
caveats are that the forcefully ingratiating 
production can get relentless and that Kelli 
period-evocative choreography 
more gamely than effortlessly executed. 


“This is the Plains: a state of mind, 

right, some spiritual affliction, like 
the Blues,” muses one the wounded 
Oklahomans August: Osage County (at the 
Colonial Theatre, closed) upon returning to 
a family homestead aptly represented on 
stage by a steep cutaway house whose bones 
have been stripped ameliorating decora- 
tion and a place to hide. Well, the Plains are 
sung with plaint that would peel paint 
Tracy Letts’s 2008 Pulitzer winner, in which 
the Westons — vitriolic, pill-popping mom 
Violet, her three grown daughters, and their 
kin — reconvene after the patriarch goes 
missing. That would be erstwhile poet and 
“world-class alcoholic” Beverly Weston, 
who, quoting T.S. Eliot and John Berryman 
while guzzling Jim Beam, hires Cheyenne 
housekeeper in the opening scene and then 
disappears. 

Letts’s hilariously lacerating, much-laud- 
ed work may not achieve the allegoric sweep 
toward which it stretches, with one daughter 
mourning the disappearance of “this coun- 
try, this America, this hubris.” But there 
in the three-plus-hour play the linguistic 
corrosiveness Edward Albee married the 
family dysfunction (and multi-generational 
substance abuse) Eugene O’Neill. More- 
over, the work’s 13 vividly drawn characters, 
deployed over three generations, are catnip 
capable performers looking for workout. 
Directed by Anna D. Shapiro, this production 
originated at Chicago’s Steppenwolf Theatre 
Company and then leapt to Broadway, where 
it won Tony Awards not only for play and 
director but also for two of the actors. They’re 
not in the national touring troupe that passed 
through Boston, but who missed them with 
the monstrous marvel of 82-year-old Oscar 
winner Estelle Parsons on view? 

Repeatedly staggering up or lurching 
down the set’s two flights of stairs while 
trying to pull a vicious dignity about herself 
like a wrapper, Parsons’s drugged-out matri- 
arch is alternately crude and ladylike, vitu- 
perative and comatose. Demanding the men 
don suit coats as she commands a family 
dinner, spitting out true grit and the breezy 
antagonism she calls “truth telling,” she 
nonetheless communicates wistful nostal- 
gia and the childhood pain that turned Vio- 
let tough.

BOSTON BALLET BALANCHINE’S THE FOUR TEMPERAMENTS, APOLLO, AND THEME AND VARIATIONS

There’s never been a more brilliant 

exemplar of the ballet art than 
George Balanchine. In tackling three tre- 
mendous works by the 2oth-century mas- 
ter, Boston Ballet is giving us a chance 
to savor these dances again on a living 
stage. Since Balanchine’s death, in 1983, 
his ballets are being offered less and 
less frequently, even by his home com- 
pany, New York City Ballet. It’s become 
fashionable in some quarters to worry 
that his massive genius exerts too much 
influence on ballet esthetics. If that’s 
so, perhaps it’s because bigger genius 
has arisen supplant him the past 
years. There’s a reason we still listen to 
Mozart and Beethoven, folks. 

view the Opera House 
through this weekend dancing its 
most demanding and imaginative. I 
don’t think I’ve ever seen The Four Tempera- 
ments (1946), Apollo (1928), and Theme and 
Variations (1947) together in one evening 
before. Singly, they pop now and 
then, but seen in tandem, they deliver 
new discoveries about Balanchine and 
the dancers who embrace him. 

Over his long, prolific career, Bal- 
anchine evoked many styles and moods. 
This program does show the neo-classi- 
cism of his Ballets Russes period (Apollo), 
an early example of his American mod- 
ernism (FourT’s), and his wholehearted 
celebration his roots the Imperial 
Russian ballet (Theme and Variations). But, 
different as these three works are, seeing 
them together, you can recognize certain 
similarities families steps used and 
usages abandoned, touchstone compo- 


sitional devices, attitudes to music, and 
ideas about how to present dancers, how 
to compose a ballet. 

Four Temperaments is based on Paul 
Hindemith’s Theme with Four Variations, for 
string orchestra and piano, piece Bal- 
anchine commissioned from the expatri- 
ate German composer. Hindemith wasn’t 
as daring as Stravinsky, but his music had 
a structural integrity that suited the cho- 
reographer wonderfully well. This score, 
and the ballet Balanchine made to it, isa 
marvelous exposition of three interrelated 
themes that begin very simply, sprout 
into diverse but linked designs, and come 
together grand formal conclusion. 

Imagine the shock in 1946 when the 
curtain went reveal anda 
woman, just standing center stage, close 
together facing the audience, their arms 
twined skater’s position, their legs 
parallel. They extend their legs one ata 
time, flex, point, turn, gesture, pivot. 
But next, instead of being bolstered by 
other dancers, they leave, and two more 
couples appear one after the other, to 
demonstrate some of ballet’s other se- 
crets — allegro, adagio — and some of 
Balanchine’s own — tilted supported 
swings, angular lifts, syncopated me- 
ters. And this just the introduction. 

I’ve written reams about Four Tempera- 
ments, and I could write more here, but 
space allows only a few remarks about 
the first two Boston Ballet performances 
last week. Each of the four sections (the 
four medizval humors) features a soloist 
solo couple and small corps wom- 
en. None the title temperaments 


literally acted out. In the last movement, 
they gradually assemble till they make 
up a full ballet ensemble of 22: 14 corps 
women, the three introductory couples, 
and the five soloists. 

Both John Lam and Jeffrey Cirio were 
good as Melancholic. In the technical fire 
works of Sanguinic, Erica Cornejo looked 
her usual precise self, partnered by Nel 
son Madrigal; Rie Ichikawa wasn’t 
up to Sanguinic’s technical demands, b 
James Whiteside looked elegant. Jaime 
Diaz was excellent in the wavery bewil- 
derments of Phlegmatic; Carlos Molina 
looked merely out of control. Choleric gets 
a very short solo before the group begins 
assemble, but both Kathleen Breen 
Combes and Tiffany Hedman brought off 
its fast and eccentric steps. 

Throughout this ballet, the corps has 


© fascinating counterpoint rhythms to do,

on and off pointe. One of Balanchine's 
most important innovations was the 
way brought the traditional corps 
ballet out of the background by giving 
them hard steps and patterns to carry 
out — often in units so small that each 
person carries weight, gets noticed.

The Saturday matinee brought a very 
fine cast to Apollo: Yury Yanowsky with 
Melissa Hough as Terpsichore, Cornejo 
as Calliope, and Misa Kuranaga as Poly- 
hymnia. Pavel Gurevich, Lia Cirio, Rie 
Ichikawa, and Whitney Jensen opening 
night were less well-matched. Jensen is 
very young and rising. She dances with 
her eyes and doesn’t try to win us witha 
stuck-on smile. 

In Four Temperaments, it was refreshing 
to see the whole company resist its un- 
fortunate tendency to grin all the time. 
But in Theme and Variations, the corps re- 
verted this practice, which Balanchine 
made obsolete. Other than that, Theme 
was great pleasure, especially open- 
ing night, when it was led by Kuranaga 
and Whiteside. Saturday afternoon, Lia 
Cirio looked strong but stuck smile, 
whereas Molina just couldn't meet the 
technical demands. 

Theme and Variations was a neat comple- 
ment its near-con- 
temporary in Balanchine's canon. It, too, 
opens with basics, demonstration 
thematic steps the principal couple, 
and proceeds expand them mirac- 
ulously varied ways. It, too, ends witha 
cumulative celebration this case, the 
12 corps women are joined by male part- 
ners for the first time 


music (the last movement from his Third 
Suite) ramps up into a final polonaise. 

Theme is High Imperial classicism with 
all stops out. When the curtain goes up, 
see the women posing expectant 
fourth position with the leading couple 
down front. The women wear Jens-Jacob 
Worsaae’s elegant tutus, white skirts with 
pale grey-blue bodices. The background is 
a blue cyclorama with white gauze drapes 
and a crystal chandelier. The audience 
goes “Ooooohhh!” and applauds. 

After the ABCs — tendu, port de bras, 
révérence — the music leads into a string 
of numbers in different textures, and 
Balanchine obliges with his own inven- 
tions. My pulse rate spikes at the first 
notes of both allegro variations, antici- 
pating the cascade of steps to come — 
academic figures and little jumps put 
together without stops in surprising or- 
der. Kuranaga is so in charge of the cho- 
reography, she can take her own playful 
delays and speed-ups against the musical 
baseline. In contrast, Whiteside’s expan- 
sive leaps, and out and the side, 
have a majestic effect. And the corps 
makes counterpoint filigree work in 
trios, and later the women form a chain 
that supports Kuranaga, who’s chang- 
ing from one formal position to another 
while the chain simultaneously curls 
around and through itself. 

I haven't said much about Apollo be 
cause it doesn’t activate my thrill cen- 
ters as much as the other two ballets. 
Balanchine's compositional tactics in the 
earlier work are less intricate, more solo- 
istic. What he didn’t do — a young man's 
deliberate contrariness, perhaps — was 
make it “Greek” in the diaphanous man- 
ner of Isadora Duncan, Michel Fokine, 
and innumerable other animators an- 
cient sculptures who preceded him. His 
Apollo and Muses are noble but human, 
dancers on holiday making up games on 
the beach. 

quite assimilate the mystique 
of Apollo as Balanchine's first major bal- 
let and the icon of classical beauty, The 
ballet is hard to see against the zxsthetic 
reverence that shrouds it, and the long 
line great dancers relived it. 
I've seen Peter Martins, Mikhail Barysh- 
nikov, and other gods in this role, and I 
don’t know how dancers are able re- 
imagine it now. 

Former New York City Ballet dancer 
Ben Huys staged Apollo for Boston. The 
whole program received the invaluable 
coaching of Merrill Ashley on behalf of 
the Balanchine Trust, and the other as- 
sisting régisseurs were Sandra Jennings 
and Russell Kaiser. Unless you follow the 
company to Spain this summer, you won't 
see these gems again after Sunday.

David Foster Wallace had a crush on Alanis 
Morissette. He drank Diet Rite soda by the 
case. David Lynch changed him. He loved 
Braveheart (David Wallace — William Wal- 
lace). When he was on suicide watch at 
McLean Hospital in Belmont in 1989, the 
room they put him in was pink and empty 
and had a drain in the center of the floor. 

Such are the details, among many oth- 
ers, from Although of Course You End Up Becoming 
Yourself, five days’ worth of interviews David 
Lipsky conducted with Wallace for Rolling 

Stone during the final week of the publicity 
tour for Infinite Jest in 1996. That piece never 
ran, but, following Wallace’s suicide in Sep- 
tember 2008, 2009 Lipsky profile Wallace 
won a prestigious Ellie Award for Rolling Stone. 
And now, we have a book that takes the form 
of unedited transcripts. Lipsky and Wallace 
talk about television and Stephen King and 
R.E.M. Wallace bashes John Updike and lies 
about his depression. They talk a lot about 
fame and addiction. They talk some about 
writing. Wallace: “I think that there is, in 
writing, a certain blend of absolute naked 
sincerity and manipulation.” It’s 
an observation that applies espe- 
cially to this book. 

Apparent from the start is 
Lipsky’s sincere, naked adora- 
tion of Wallace. This is from the 
thoughtful “afterword”: “He’d 
done a thing that was casual 
and gigantic; he’d captured ev- 
erybody’s brain voice.” In terms 
of manipulation, however, 
Lipsky’s a reporter. He needs 
Wallace to say certain things, 
and Wallace knows this —“I’m 
structuring it as a sound bite,” 
says one his own com- 
ments. For Wallace, says Lipsky, 
“The key writing learning 
to differentiate private interest 
from public entertainment.” But 
Lipsky can fail to differentiate, 
and the book often feels like 
fame-mongering exploitation. 

Lipsky peppers the conversa- 
tion with stage business (“Long 
pause,” his watch 
keeps going off”) and his own 
observations and asides — 
which can seem like lazy, self- 
conscious interruptions. Wal- 
lace talks about the “magical 
stuff that fiction can for us.” 
He goes on about “the sense of 
capturing, capturing what the 
world feels like to us, in the 
sort way that think reader 
can tell ‘Another sensibility like 
mine exists.’ Something else feels 
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this way to someone else. So that the read- 
er feels less lonely.” To which Lipsky adds: 
“‘Lonely’ again; interesting.” 

Lipsky also feels the need to trans- 
late Wallace’s colloquialisms and then 
provide the original: “I read something 
It’s just one more distraction, 

long with the parentheses, the square 
and the italics, book that 
has an “introduction,” a “preface,” and an 
“afterword” — all before the text starts. He 
even has point out that the colloquial- 
isms are catching, after asking, “I remember 
trying to write some book when I was in high school 
during that McEnroe-Borg tiebreaker at Wimbledon. 
Was it like '81 or somethin’ like that? [His speech 
fully infiltrating mine.]” 

Worst of all, for me, were the after- 
math notes. As when they discuss when 
Infinite Jest is set. “I believe it’s 2009,” says 
Wallace. Lipsky follows with this aside: 
“Interesting and very sad: setting the 
novel the year after his death, somehow 
this heartbreaking. His having idea 
this is coming.” 

Still, given the choice between Wal- 
lace’s words existing in the world or re- 
maining Lipsky’s tapes, the former 
far the better option. Despite Lipsky’s 
unhelpful rendering, Wallace in his 
speech much his written work— 
gives insight to a struggle that feels like 
our own: “to learn how to live in a way 
that not terrified all the time.”

“zthereal” or “ambient” music — that is, 
too much reverb, lots of gauzy sonic tex- 
tures, and woozy loops unfurling forever 
into a warm, slo-mo celestial breeze (or 
something like that) — Barwick’s music 
also carries within it its own privacy, as 
though the songs had idea you were 
listening. The six tracks her Florine 

Florid) pass by with the arresting indif- 
ference of a sunset — like shadows creep- 
ing across the room until they forget 
themselves. As with her previous Sanguine 
LP, she recorded Florine entirely at home, 


alone, with limited means, noisy neigh- 
bors, copters over the East River at all 
hours, and what sounded, over the phone, 
like thousands of angry birds. 

“When I get back from tour, I'm mov- 
ing my piano and all of my music stuff in- 
to a studio for a while,” she tells me. “I feel 
like this is going to be really good for my 
brain.” Think about any domestic relation- 
ship that lasts less than one lease and you 
know that a home can absorb all kinds of 
associative clutter. So after recording “mil- 
lions” of essentially wordless songs over 
seven years in one place — and winning 
thousands fans with the couple dozen 
she’s culled for release in the meantime — 
Barwick’s about ready to take what she’s 
taught herself and get out the house. 

“I've never been in a band,” she tells 
me with a voice that sounds more than a 
little wary of the thought. “I love to meet 
new people and everything but far 
as, like, a working relationship? I’m total- 
not into that. It’s lot more satisfying 
for me just to do everything myself.” 

Barwick grew Tulsa singing 


opera choruses and church choirs, but 
she picked lot more about texture 
and technique than about teamwork. The 
glowing harmonies that brighten Florine 
rise from what sounds like an endless 
choir; in the end, though, it’s all Bar- 
wick. And the special contradiction her 
music that the more she sings, the 
less she actually says — is one of its most 
enduringly beautiful qualities. (So that’s 
due for a change as well.) 

“I'm actually really excited about add- 
ing more instruments — piano, guitar, 
clarinet,” she concludes. “Maybe even 
songs with words just get father 
stop asking about it.”

Boston has its fair share of deserv- 

ing bad reputations: the sports 

fans whined for some 86 years 
about a “curse” because the Red Sox 
couldn’t seal the deal; the drivers are ter- 
rible; and, thanks in no small part to those 
driving skills, the city’s streets were thrice 
voted Bicycling Magazine some the 
worst in the country for cyclists. 

But like the Sox’s dry spell, all bad 
things must eventually come end. 
Boston set about to reform its bad bike 
behavior, because well, for other 
reason seems than few years ago 
someone bought Mayor Tom 
bike. For that, all local bikers should 


thankful, even if there are still perilous 
intersections to cross. 

Having finally discovered the city’s 
streets to be dangerous for two-wheelers, 
in 2007 Menino vocalized his desire to re- 
tool Boston into a world-class cycling city.

Local bike-advocacy groups are particu- 
larly fearful the bridges the Charles 
Basin, which are currently under repair 
part the stimulus-funded Acceler- 
ated Bridge Program, have adequate 
foresight for cyclist and pedestrian use 
because of the “on time, on budget” man- 
date from the state. 

According to Freedman, a heat map 
cyclist activity shows that few places 
in the city receive more bike traffic than 
bridges, and that more than 70 percent 
of cyclists questioned by her staff felt the 
issues of infrastructure and road-surface 
conditions should top the list the city’s 
biking priorities. 

“We are concerned that the DOT [De- 
partment Transportation] will only 
do the minimum,” says David Watson, 
executive director of MassBike, “and in 
that case, the bridges won't be touched 
for another 50 or 75 years . . . it doesn’t 
make sense. We may never see this op- 
portunity again.” 

Asked about such concerns, MassDOT 
said in a statement that it was “strongly 
committed advancing bicycling 
important transportation mode,” and 
pointed to the planned 740 miles “of on- 
and off-road bicycling routes, known as 
‘the Bay State Greenway’” (BSG). As laid 
out, the BSG which leverages existing 
routes like the Minuteman Bikeway— 
would “consist of seven interconnected 
east-west and north-south corridors, many 
which [will] connect urban dense 
residential areas. Four of the seven BSG 
corridors [will] serve Boston directly.” 

“There is no reason,” adds Luisa 
Paiewonsky, MassDOT highway adminis- 
trator, “to think that (on time, on budget} 
incompatible with thoughtful bike and 
pedestrian planning.” 

MassDOT also the process per- 
forming feasibility study construct un- 
derpasses for bike and pedestrian use un- 
der the Western Avenue, River Street, and 
Anderson Memorial bridges, which would 
grant continuous flow along the Charles 
River Esplanade without intersecting with 
vehicular traffic. 


DIY SAFETY 

“When it’s car versus cyclist, the car always 
wins,” warns Transportation Commissioner 
Tinlin. His advice: “Back off and be safe.” No 
matter how many bike lanes are built, nor 
how many driver-awareness programs are in- 
stated, bikers are charged with thoughtfully 
sharing the road and obeying traffic laws. 
(For a rundown of riders’ responsibilities, see 
“So What Are the Rules, Anyway?” p 41.) 

Though many cyclists and cycling advo- 
cates at the recent summit have questioned 
whether “car-centric” lights always make 
sense for cyclists, city officials say they are 
serious about “balanced enforcement,” and 
will warn or ticket any bikers who are reck- 
lessly endangering themselves or others. 
Respect on the road, after all, must be a two- 
way street. 

Since putting the city’s bikers on notice, 
the BPD has reportedly issued at least 50 
warnings and one ticket cyclists and 
around the Comm Ave bike lane. Though 
not legally enforceable for people over age 
16, almost every speaker at the summit also 
encouraged riders wear helmets, citing 
the fact that approximately 90 percent of 
cycling fatalities each year involve bikers 
who are not wearing head protection. 

Speaking with the Phoenix, Watson like- 
wise urged cyclists report crashes and ac- 
cidents, so that the city can get a better han- 
dle going the street.

With second Safety Summit planned for 
few months from now, and ridership swell- 
ing in Boston, municipal and state agencies 
seem last getting onboard with 
future vision of cleaner, safer, more livable 
Streets.

ZIPCAR-LIKE BIKE RENTALS HEADED BOSTON

©) Last August, the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council announced that a public bike-sharing 
system would be coming to Boston, possibly as 
soon as this summer. The bikes were to come from 
Public Bike Systems, the creators of Montreal's Bixi 
Bike program 

Details of the agreement are still being ironed 
out, and funding options for the project are up in the 
air, but one thing is for sure — it’s coming. Director of 
Boston Bikes Nicole Freedman says progress is being 
made on the project, and the MAPC tells the Phoenix 
that it is still hopeful to launch by the summer. As 
the city closes libraries and lays off firemen, however, 
finding the resources to fund the project has been 
challenging 

“Bixi's model is that you outright buy it” says 
Eric Bourassa of the MAPC, “and that was very ex- 
pensive.” Instead of purchasing the entire system, 
the city wants Bixi lease them. “Operating 
costs basically pay for themselves because it’s paid 
through the advertising and subscriptions,” says 
Bourassa. The main cost is getting the bikes to Bos- 
ton, and the city is “literally in negotiations with Bixi 
over the details.” 


HOW WILL WORK? 
Bicycles are rented from Bixi Bike kiosks, which look 
like ATMs with bike racks attached. Renters then 
swipe a credit/debit card and are given an unlock 
code, which is used to release a specific bike from 
the rack. If the bike you are given is too beat-up or 
defective, you can request to replace it and take out 
another via the touch screen 

Once you've got your bike, you ride to your des- 
tination and drop it back off at the nearest kiosk, 
again punching in your code

WHAT DOES COST?

Fire — thrust them into a limelight they 
ill-prepared enjoy. “We didn’t have 
the people skills, as they say. There aren't 
many jobs where you might have to go 
away with your workmates for six months 
and spend every day and night with them, 
you know? So working with MGMT, I could 
see where they were coming from.” 

For Kember, the key to music has always 
been about tapping into his own energy 
whether the source is natural or chemical 
seems secondary. “When I was getting into 
music as a kid, I was really into a lot of mid- 
*60s music, because bands then were really 
mixing two things I really liked — rock and 
roll and drugs. People were putting the 
exuberance they felt from drugs into the 
music, and loved that and still do, It’s 
what I try to do with my own music — and 
if it affects me and works right, it’ll even 
sound great straight. Although it’ll be even 
better drugs. Like said, it’s compli- 
cated thing.”

What's more, it unfolds 
with the kind of continuous develop 
ment, sans repeats, of the Pat Metheny 
Croup’s 2005 masterwork, The Way Up.

“Soul Search” really is a 
“searching” ballad melody that breaks 
into Wes Montgomery-like swing 
before returning to the theme — first 
on piano, th nm guitar. “Expansion” 
truly does expand. And “Spirit of the 
Air,” using those Reichian procedures 
again, breaks for a ruminative guitar 
solo before returning to an uplifting 
reprise of the theme.

Don’t be fooled by its textbook appear- 

ance — HowTo Wreck a Nice Beach (Mel- 
ville House/Stop Smiling) is hardly a dry 
anthropological study “The Vocoder from 
World War Hip-Hop,” the subtitle 
suggests. his decade-long exploration 
voice compression, veteran music journo 
(and seismic wordsmith) Dave Tompkins 
came to understand the intimate relation- 
ship between larynx-tweaking robot tech 
and the musicians, world leaders, engi- 
neers, and civilians who have employed 
and marveled over this curious space-age 
gadgetry since the 1920s. asked Tompkins 
about his discoveries — many of which 
were in the Creater Boston area — and 
about phone interviews with 
subjects who mask their pitch 
like kidnappers and warn 
UFO-abduction threats. 


WHAT SORT VOCODER EXPERI- 
ENCE SET MOTION YOUR DEVO- 
TION TELLING THIS PECULIAR 
HISTORY? When was writing for 
Vibe around 1999, myeditorhad 
doing some crazy shit—shit
